And with business increas- 
ing hourly, the very fact that these 
companies have found it necessary 
to ask for higher rates proves the 
complete failure of their system, 
which must be replaced by parcel 
post and fast freight.

Against Wide Interpretation

of beer. 

Premier Greenfield, Attorney-Gen- 
eral Brownlee, and other members of 
the cabinet have been positively 
sphinx-like in regard to the proposi- 
tions of the liquor bill since they re- 
ceived the Parlee draft one week ago. 
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evidently feels that to restore beer- 
selling premises in hotels would 
vortually restore the bar, and to 
draw the line between these places 
would be a difficult matter.

The government is said to hold the 
contention that the people of the 
province did not vote for a wide- 
spread sale of beer in public drinking 
places when endorsing “D”. They 
base their contention of the vote in 
Manitoba where government sale of 
liquor was authorized in one vote, 
but sale of liquor in hotels was turned 
down shortly after by an overwhelm- 
ing majority. : 

The policy adopted at the moment 
by the cabinet is that electors of Al- 
berta registered overwhelmingly for 
“moderation”, and to have hotels, res- 
taurants and such places licensed for 
“moderation”, and to have hotels, res- 
taurants and such places licensed for 
selling beer, would defeat the objects 
of the vote. 

Vending Proposal 

It is held that the people generally 
will be satisfied to be able to secure 
liquor as they require it from the gov- 
ernment by the bottle or case, and 
that only a comparatively small por- 
tion of the public will be inconven- 
ienced if beer premises are rigidly 
curtailed. 

While it is recognized that there 
will be a storm of protest from cer- 
tain elements if the only premises for 
the sale of beer by the glass are those 
maintained by the government, it is 
felt that, in the end, the wisdom of 
such policy will be appreciated. 

No Local Option 

In regard to provision for local op- 
tion, the government’s “second 
thought” is understood to be against 
any such clause in the new act. While 
it was at one time thought that muni- 
cipalities should be allowed to say 
whether or not they wanted vendor’s 
stores established in their midst, it is 
now felt that this might create a 
great deal of strife and result in a de- 
mand for vendors’ stores in places 
where their existence was not justi- 
fied.

two.” 

Berlin, Dec, 13.—An appeal by 
the German government to foreign 
countries to help it out of its financial 
difficulties is expected in many quart- 
ers here within a short time. The 
appeal may take the form of a re- 
quest to the League of Nations to 
take control of Germany’s finances, 

Action for financial help is regard- 
ed as inevitable on the ground that 
without such assistance, the govern- 
ment will not be able to pay its offi- 
cials and will have to announce its 
bankruptcy. The forecast is that in a 
last desperate effort to postpone the 
evil day, drastic taxation measures 
will be instituted under the emergen- 
cy powers law, necessitating the tax- 
payers to dispose of some of their 
property to meet the new taxes.

Mr. McDonald has been a resident 
of Macleod for about 17 years. For

REVOLUTION IN GREECE 


Athens, Dec. 18—The government 
last night informed King George in 
writing that it considered it advisable 
for him to leave Greece until the 
national assembly had decided on the 
regime best befitting the country. 
The king reserved his reply until to- 
day. The official statement issued 
after the cabinet meeting said: 

“As the constitutional assembly 
based on the elections is about to 
meet to discuss the regime best suited 
to the country, the heads of the 
revolutionary government considered 
that, with a view to assuring calm in 
the debate on this very important 
question, it was their duty to convey 
to his majesty the king the opinion 
that he should leave the country until 
such time as a final decision has been 
reached regarding the regime. 

“This opinion has been commun- 
icated to the king who will make 
known his reply tomorrow (Tues- 
day).”

London, Dec, 18,—A Central News 
dispatch from Athens says: 

The king is leaving for Bucharest 
this evening. It is stated on good 
authority that he wired Venizelos 
appealing to him to take over the 
reins of the government; Admiral 
Koundouriotis has assumed the re- 
gency of the government until the 
future regime is decided.
